Pleaded With Gen. Wheeler to Save His Army the 
Humiliation of an Unconditional Surrender.

SIBONEY, via Port Antonio, July 1 —Gen. Wheeler -figured next to Gen. 
Shafter in the peace negotiations and was more than a match for Gen, Toral. 

The Spanish General objected to the translations which had been made of his 
utterances at the previous meeting, and Gen. Wheeler politely expressed a desire 
that Gen. Toral should choose his own language, assuring him that his very words 
would appear in the official report of the proceedings. 

Gen. Toral bowed low and accepted the courtesy with a string of compliments.

was cool. 
Wheeler was in all respects the suave and courteous victor. With all his nervousness 
and despair, Toral assumed a haughty manner, while Wheeler exhibited the mat- 
ter-ot-fact directness of an American. 

Toral appealed to Wheelex as an old soldier who must appreciate a soldier's po- 
sition. He appealed to a great) brave and chivalrous nation, asking recognition of 
the fact that his soldiers were not vanquished, although surrounded ‘by a powertul 
army. 


“We prefer death to dishanor,” he declarerd. “Let us go to our home with 


honor. We fought you valiantly; treat us like soldiers!” 

Although speaking in a supplicating voice, the Spanish General drew himself 
up with a fair assumption of pride and awaited Gen. Wheeler's reply. 

After Toral’s words had been translated, Wheeler replied: 


“The American people are noble and generous. They will do everything to 
save you humiliation and soften the pain of surrender. They are willing to save 
your honor in the eyes of your families and the people of the world. You have 
fought well, but none can withstand my countrymen!” 

Later in the conference Toral, addressing Wheeler, said: 

“We have plenty of food and ammunition. We have not asked to surrender; 
you asked us.” 

The Spanish General’s voice broke and his eyes filled with tears. 
had regained control of himself he continued: 

“All my Generals are dead or wounded. I have not ‘a single Colonel left. My 
men counted 67 of your ships outside the harbor.” He pointed toward Santiago, 
“And I have secret troubles there,” he said, “of which | must not tell you.” 

Speaking of the battle of June 24, in which the Rough Riders and a part of Gen. 
Young's command participated, Gen. Toral said that less than 2000 Spanish troops 
were engaged, his loss being 265. He would not say how many Spamiards were 
killed at El] Caney and beiore Santiago. 

“Heavy! Heavy!” he said dejectedly. 

To the very last Gen. Toral fought for concessions to Spanish “honor.” He 
was asked to consent to the immediate unloading oi food from our ships on the west 
shore, but he objected to this as humiliating. He requested that all of our ships be 
kept out of Santiago harbor until after the evacuation, promising, as soon as his 
troops had gone, to remove all obstructions in the harbor. 

There was a long clash over the ninth article. which covers directly the sur- 
render of the troops. The Spaniards insisted that they should have several days tor 
the surrender.

SHE WAS SUBJECT TO FREQUENT 
ATTACKS OF ILLNESS AND 
DESPONDENOY. 


NO OTHER REASON 
KNOWN FOR THE DEED. 


She Appeared to Be Happy and Had 
Lived Many Years of Widowhood 
With Her Daughter and 
Several Sons. 


Mrs. Martha A. Schenck, a widow, 
years old, hanged herself at the home ef her 
son-in-law, Charles Jones, at 4409 North 
Twentieth street, sometime during Sunday 
night. 

Her dead body, scantily clothed, was 
found half suspended from a transom sil] 
by her daughter at 6:30 o'clock Monday 


morning. 

The old lady had used a pillow elip for a 
noose, and she did her euicidal work well. 
The cause of the suicide is a matter of 
conjecture, although the members of her 
family believe she was seized with a sudden 
fit of despondency, to which she was sub- 
ject. 

She leaves four sons and one daughter, 
The sons are Joseph Schenck, 3 years old, 
living with his family at 2262 College ave- 
nue: Robert E. Schenck, who lives with Jo- 
seph; Eugene E. Schenck, whose present 
whereabouts are unknown, and Charles E. 
Schenck, who is married and lives at 1108 
North Seventeenth street. The daughter is 
Mrs. Charles Jones, with whom the de- 
ceased lived at 4409 North Twentieth street. 
Mrs. Schenck had been a widow 2} years. 
For several years she found a pleasant 
home with her daughter. 

The old lady was much afflicted physt- 
cally. She waa subject to sudden spells of 
lliness, during which she was despondent, 
and, according to her son Joseph and Mr. 
Jones, she not infrequently spoke of sui- 
cide as a way of escape from her troubles. 
Sunday she seemed well physically and 
mentally. She passed the entire day away 
from her home, visiting friends. She seemed 
in unusually good spirits in the evening 
when she returned 

The family had a light luncheon about & 
o'clock, of which Mrs. Schenck partook 
heartily. At 10:30 o'clock she retired. She 
slept in @ small hallroom. 

During the night Mr. and Mrs. Jones 
heard no noise. At 6:90 o'clock Mrs. Jones 
arose and went to the bathroom to dress. 
In a moment ehe returned pale and Sparing. 
“My mother! My mother!” she exclaimed, 
and seemed unable to say auy more. 

Her husband quieted her somewhat and 
she finally told what she had eeen. He 
hurried to his mother-in-law’s room and 
found the body. She had used considerable 
ingenuity tn folding the pillow-slip and ar- 
ranging the noose. Her feet were touching 
the floor and she had etrangled to death. 
Mr. Jama called for help and the body 
wae cut down. A doctor was summoned and 
he said she had been dead several hours. 
Mrs. Schenck wae a well-preserved old 
lady, whose face showed few wrinkles. Her 
abundant hair was enow white. 

Mrs, Jones. the daughter, was completely 
prostrated by the shock. 

Joseph Schenck, one of the sons, was 
eummoned. Officer Victor McBride ren- 
dered valuable assistance to the stricken 
family in the emergency. 

“My mother.” said Joeeph Schenck, ‘‘was 
peculiariy affiicted. She wouldc be desper- 
ately ill one day and well the next. She 
was deapondent at times and often spoke 
of suicide. But we never thought her ser!l- 
ous in thie.’’

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MURDERED: HER 
LOVER AT WAR 


Mysterious Killing Reveals a 
Sad Romance. 
SWEETHEART KNEW NOT 
OF HER FEARFUL PLIGHT. 


HE WAS LOOKING JOYFULLY FOR- 
WARD TO THE TIME THEY 
MIGHT WED. 


SHE CAME TO DEATH 
THROTTLED BY AN UNKNOWN. 


Victim a Former Resident of Kansas 
City, Where Her Soldier Sweet- 
heart Enlisted in the 
Fifth Missouri.

Her sweetheart at the war, alone in the 
world and forced to social depths, Mrs. H. 
Carpenter, formerly of Kansas City, Mo., 
came to death at the hands of a murderer 
at San Francisco yesterday morning. 

The devoted lover, whom she hoped to 
marry, despite misfortune and. enforced 
degradation, at the end of his service for 
his country, was Sergt. George Gilligan, 
Company F, Fifth Missouri Volunteers, 
who enlisted at Kansas City. 

There is deep mystery about the murder, 
which may never be cleared. The story is 
told in dispatches from San Francisco. 

The body of Mrs. Carpenter was found in 
her room in a lodging house at 139 South 
Fourth street. 

The woman had been choked to death by 
strong ‘hands, the prints of the murderer's 
fingers being plain on her throat. 

he motive of the murder is in doubt. It 
certainly could not have been gain, as the 
woman was in poverty, and about her ef- 
fects was every indication that she was 
educated, of refined disposition and had 
been previously accustomed to the com- 
forts of respectable life. These indica- 
tions, as shown in her clothing, the care 
of her room, her treasured pictures and 
few books, as well as private letters of 
former friends, are borne out by the state- 
ments of her associates, who describe her 
as a woman of dignity even in her mean 
surroundings, holding well aloof from othe 
women in tne neighborhood, soft of speech 
and passionately fond of music. 

Her depleted wardrobe showed the care 
of a careful housewife. Her clothing had 
been costly, and was in as good repair as 
it could be kept by sewing and even 
patching. 

Poverty, if not all, was evidently a main 
cause of her fall. 

The woman lived alone and was not 
known to have any admirers who had been 

articularly encouraged, but it is neverthe- 
ess the opinion of the neighborhood and 
the police that ehe came to'her death 
through the jealousy of some man. 

Nothing in the room had been disturbed 
and no clew by which to trace the murderer 
was left behind. He had gone steaithily 
probably as he came, and no sound tha 
would indicate the tragedy in the bleak room 
had been heard even hy the closest lodgers. 

Mrs. Carpenter was last seen in a near-by 
restaurant Saturday night. Her body was 
found by a woman friend, who called to visit 
her shortly after midnight. 

The letters of her soldier lover were found 
in the hat box of her trunk. They told a 
story of deep devotion and of a perverss 
fate that had long held the two apart. 

The letters were addressed to “Miss Sadie 
Simpson,"’ by which name the murdered 
woman has long been known, and which 
may have been her maiden name, though 
this is not Known. . 

Gilligan's letters were marked by every 
indication of sincerity and in passages 
were eloquent. He spoke of the time to 
come when he should have secured his dis- 
charge, probably with promotion, he said, 
and they could wed, with an earnestness 
and tenderness, doubly pathetic in view of 
the horrible death of his sweetheart. 

It was evident that Moth the man and wo- 
man had been in straits at the time of his 
enlistment, and this condition had prevent- 
ed their marriage before he went to war. 

Nowhere in the letter, however, was an 
indication that the soldier knew of the life 
forced on the woman he meant to make his 
wife, nor even how extreme had been her 
poverty. 

She had loved him, for, knowing that he 
was helpless to save her, she had spared 
him this torment. And in a small locket 
worn over her heart even in death was a 
picture of her soldier lover. 

The locket will be buried with her. 

As the murdered woman made few ace- 
quaintances and none of these were inti- 
mates, but little of her life story hae yet 
been unfolded, but letters and ocuments 
find among her effects tell enough to 
show that it had been unhappy from youth, 
and that the love of -the soldier now at 
Chickamauga was one of its few unclouded 
joys, even this to be finally blackened by 
poverty, dishonor and shameful death. 

The murdered woman was probably un- 
der 30) and attractwwe, and despite her Iife 
her features showed no traces of dissipa- 
tion. It was shown by the documents and 
letters In her room that she had heen mar- 
ried when a child to J. Mark Simpson at 
(Chariton, Io., Feb. 28, 1884. Subsequently 
the couple were divorced in South Dakota. 

Then Mra. Simpson married H. 8S. Car- 
penter. a shoemaker, who, when last heard 
of, resided in Oakland. Evidently the 
couple had separated som@time ago. 

Mrs. Carpenter’e parents were Mr. an! 
Mrs. J. T. Anderson, who, at the time of 
her first marriage, lived near Chariton, Io

PROMINENT RESIDENT OF SOUTH- 
ERN ILLINOIS SUDDENLY 
PASSES AWAY. 


HAD RETIRED IN GOOD HEALTH. 


Belleville Shocked at the News of the 
Unexpected Demise of a 
Valued Citizen. 


Bernhard Yoch, one of the most highly 
respected citizens of Belleville, died sudden- 
ly at his home at South Illinois and Third 
streets early Monday morning. 

He was apparently in the best of health 
Sunday. He spent the afternoon with a 
number of his intimate friends and retired 
at a seasonable hour without having com- 
plained of the slightest indisposition. 

About 3 o'clock in the morning he awak- 
ened other members of the family. He had 
a congested feeling about the chest and 


was im great distress. Although a fatal 
outcome was not feared either by him- 
self or the other members of the family 
a physician was summoned. Every effort 
was made to relieve him but he sank rap~- 
idly and died’at about 5 o'clock. 

Mr. Yoch was one of the best known 
men in Southern Illinois and was also 
well known in 8St. ule. He had been 
uncommonly successful in business and 
leaves a large estate. He was 61 years old. 
He and his brothers, Joseph and John, 
opened the first coal pine on the rall- 
road between Belleville and ast St. 
Louis, known then as the Pittsburg Mne, 
but now as the Alr‘Line. A year efter. 
in 1873, the road was built. The mine was 
at what is now called Yoch Station. The 
old Yoch homestead is near by. . , 

In 188 Mr. Yoch and his brothers owned 
or controlled many coal mines in St. Clair 
and Madison counties and were t most 
extensive operators in the district. In that 
year they disposed of their interests to the 
Consolidated Coal Ce, of St. Louls. Since 
that time Mr. Yoch has devoted . himeelf 
principally to the manufacture and sale of 
the Yoch coal mining machine. This ma- 
chine is known among coal miners as the 
“iron miner.” It was developed from the 
more cmide Harrison machine by the Yochs 
and effected a virtual revolution itn coa 
mining. It is now in use all over this coun- 
th and in British Columbia and Nova Sco- 

a. 

Mr. Yoch owas also Presidént of the 
Southern Illinois National Bank of East St.
